PRESIDENT DECLINES TO 


ABROGATE MARINE TREATIES 
AS DIRECTED BY CONGRES 


- Setnieers———————— 


Holds Course Ordered in Shipping Law Would 
Be Irreconcilable With Tradition—Says 
Congress Exceeded Authority. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25. 
dent Wilson has declined to take 
steps toward termination of certain 
commercial treaties as directed by 
Congress in the merchant marine! 
act. holding that “such a course 
would be wholly irreconcilable with 
the historical respect which § the 
Unitedl States has shown for its in- 
ternational engagements.’ 

Formal announcement of the 
President's decision and the reasons 
impelling it was made yesterday at 
the State Department. 

Ninety-Day Notice Ordered. | 

The merchant marine act, ap-! 
proved on the closing day of the last | 
session of Congress, directed the ex- j 
ecutive within 90 days to give notice 
to foreign nations of the intentions 
of the United States to terminate any 
sections of existing commercial 
treaties which restrict the right of 
the American Government to impose 
discriminatory charges on shippings 
in foreign bottoms. 

The President in declining to com- 
ply with the directions of the act. 
the State Department's announce- 
ment said, also held that Congress 
exceeded its authority in giving such 
directions. Secretary Colby is quot- 
ed in the announcement as support- 
ing the President on this point, cit- 
ing as a precedent the action of 
President Hayes in 1879 in refusing 
the demand of Congress that a treaty 
with China abrogated. The power 
.Of modifying treaties, President 
Hayes heid, is not lodged by the Con- 
stitution in Congress. 

32 Treaties Involved. 

Termination of the 32 treaties af- 
fected by the act, the President was 
said to have held, “would amount to 
nothing less than the breach or vio- 
lation of said treaties which cover 
every point of contact and mutual] 
dependence which constitute the 
modern relations between friendly 
' states.”’ 

In explanation of 
Signature of the act. and his subse- 
quent decision to refuse to comply | 
with its directions as regards termi- | 
nation of the treaties, the announce- | 
ment said that “to have vetoed the' 
act would have sacrificed the great 
number of sound and enlightened | 
provisions, which it undoubtedly 
contains."

The accusation of monotony raised 
so persistently against the genre is 
not at all supported by the evidence 
assembled. The striking contentual 
variety of the material, all of it from 
current magazines, is not unlikely to 
give a mild shock to the regular fic- 
tion addict. That, on the other hand, 
these 15 representative pieces of 
contemporary narrative art are much 
alike in their artistic mediocrity, and 
nearly all equally ‘‘sicklied o’er’’ with 
the pallid cast of a well-ensconced 
mental an@ moral philosophy, is un- 
deniably a fact; all, or nearly all, en- 
visage the same horizon-blue pros- 
pect of life. Moreover, it appears 
that to this company of judges the 
tyranny of the general taste was 
hardly irksome, They had no curi- 
osity to peep over the fence into 
greater Greenwich Village. What 
exoticiam there is, belongs to the 
matter, mot the manner. Some of 
the storiésg are laid in far-away parts 
—China enjoys particular vogue just 
now; and Burma and Syria seem to 
be coming up in the literary world— 
but the style of narration nearly ev- 
erywhere is strictly according to S. 
E. P. and L. H. J. The Smart Set, 
even, ig tacitly excluded; as for the 
heterogenous “fumistes,” it is as if 
they had gone up in their own smoke 
or were “spurlos versunken.”’

prize on Margaret Prescott Mon- 
tague, for the story “England to 
America,” there will be hardly any 
dissension. The very general appre- 
ciation of Miss Montague’s composi- 
tion (which is truly epic in the mov- 
ing contrast of its simplicity, moder- 
ation, and forceful reserve to the 
poignancy of the tragedy enveloping 
the human figures) refutes the imbe- 
cile decree of publishers and editors 
that for all literary purposes the war 
is definitely over. The eclat created 
by this story, and by Miss Fannie 
Hurst's totally different yet equally 
meritorious “Humoresque,” is likely 
to induce a recantation of those po- 
tentates’ anathema against anything 
having to do with the Great Strug- 
gle. 

As to the second award, there is 
far more room for’ difference of 
opinion. I, for one, should have as- 
signed to Wilbur Daniel Steele’s 
contribution “For They Know Not 
What They Do,” a place near the 
end, rather than the front, of the 
competing row. The piece is not 
without a certain distinction of at- 
mosphere, but it is a distinction too 
studiously contrived after egregious 
models; on the gloom that thickens 
the air the memory rides back to 
“Wuthering Heights” and the “Goth- 
ic Romance” of yore. 

Nor does the minor Bronte sister’s 
ghost wander unescorted through the 
pages of this memorial volume, Here, 
too, the shade of Charles Dickens as- 
serts a dominant influence over more 
than one unconfessed disciple. Mr. 
Ben Ames Williams’ “They Grind Ex- 
céedingly Small,” is probably none 
the worse for the Dickensonian prim- 
itiveness of its psychology. Thinking 
of these writers’ narrow escape from 
the devastating influence of some 
more up-to-date artlessness, say like 
that of Alfred Kreymborg and “‘Oth- 
ers,’’ the Ap ene go wavers between 
a gasp of. relief and a prayer of 
thanks.

So in “Turkey Red,” by Frances 
Gilchrist Wood, we salute once more 
the immortal remains of Charles 
Dickens. The editor of the collec- 
tion stresses the fact that this nar- 
rative relates to “a real experience” 
(as though in the sense implied by 
the remark that fact made a whit of 
difference in any critical appraisal) ; 
and she applauds this story with 
heartiest and most Wordsworthian 
approval as a noteworthy, instance 
of “emotion remembered in tran- 
quillity.” The plot turns on. the 
crude device of a precipitous con- 
version a la Mr. Scrooge. But the 
descriptive ability displayed is de- 
cidedly above the ordinary. 

The inclusion of Mr. Melville Da- 
visson's detective story, “Five Thou- 
sand Dollars Reward,” attests the 
committee's catholicity of taste, not 
to say its indulgence. Though nice- 
ly built and well topped off, this is 
hardly more than an_e elaborate 
humorous anecdote with a bare 
tangential relation to the accepted 
definition of the genre to which the 
collection is supposedly devoted. 

The committee’s liberality, and its 
confessed weakness for “stories 
about the home,” are illustrated by 
Edna Ferber’s family sketch, “‘April
